G.S.R. 456(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 18 of the Central 
Reserve Police Force Act, 1949, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules 

to amend the Central Reserve Police Force Group ‘A’ (General Duty) Officers Recruitment 
Rules, 2001, namely: - 

1 ■ These rules may be called the Central Reserve Police Force Group ‘A’ 

(General Duty) Officers Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 2003. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in 
the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Central Reserve Police Force Group “A” (General Duty) Officers Recruitment 

Rules, 2001, in rule 8, in sub-rule (3), for clause (ii), the following, clause shall be 
substituted, namely.- 


“Inter-se-seniority of direct recruits shall be determined after 
adding together the marks obtained by them in recruitment test, the 
Foundation Course and the Basic Professional Courses in the ratio of 
50:16:40”.

2. Joint Secretary (Police), Ministry of Home Affairs - Member 

3. Deputy Inspector General (Personnel), 

Central Reserve Police Force - Member 

4. Director (Personnel), Ministry of Home Affairs - Member”. 

(0 in column 14, for the entry, the following entry shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

“Exempted from the purview of the Union Public Service
